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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The Double Patenting Rejection 

The double patenting rejection based on USSN 10/ 678,209 will fall away 
when that application becomes abandoned. The undersigned understands that 
USSN 10/678,209 will be allowed to become abandoned in due course. 

The Rejection under 35 USC S 102 

Claims 1-14 were rejected as being fully anticipated by Sate (US Pub. 
2001 / 0024236). Minor amendments have been made to the independent claims 
to more clearly differentiate them from Sato. A new independent claim 17 is also 
added by this response. 

I. Claim 1 now recites "a first subsystem for electronically 
downloading, from externally of the camera, first digital image data 
representing a first image from an inductively-powered memory module, 
the first subsystem being arranged to inductively power the memory 
module when juxtaposed the latter". This is supported by the disclosure of 
an inductively-powered memory module 22 at paragraph 0020 of the 
present application. This language distinguishes claim 1 from Sato. 
Additionally, claim 1, as amended, also recites that "the image- 
combining arrangement including a display for viewing the combined picture 
and user-operable first-image control means for electronically controlling the 
positioning of the first image in the combined picture '^ The Examiner points to 
Figure 4, Figure 9 and Paragraph 0078. Sato does not teach ''user-operable first- 
image control means for electronically controlling the positioning of the first 
image in the combined picture' as required by amended claim 1. The 
downloaded picture does not seem to be being adjusted in Sato. In Figure 4 it is 
the claimed "second image'' taken by the camera which is adjusted. 
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Claim 9, as amended, recites that the ''composition being controlled both 
by changing the direction of the camera to change the second image and by 
electronically controlling the positioning of the first image in the combined 
picture/' That does not happen in Sato. 

New claim 17 recites: 

''a first subsystem for inductively powering the memory 
module to download the first digital image data therefrom; 

"a second subsystem for converting an optically-input 
second image into second digital image data which changes as the 
scene pointed to by the camera changes; 

"an image-combining arrangement for forming a 
combined picture by combining the images represented by the 
first image data and the current second image data, the image- 
combining arrangement including a display for viewing the 
combined picture and user-operable first-image control means for 
electronically controlling the positioning of the first image in the 
combined picture;'' 

which serve to distinguish this claim from Sato. 

Withdrawal of the rejections and allowance of the claims are respectfully 
requested.
